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ABSTBACT 

In cospllance with Federal regulations, the State of 
Idaho subsltted this 1971-72 annual report to the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs regarding their educational funds under the Johnson-0* Bailey 
(JOB) progras. Support for the education of public school students is 
provided by the State Foundation Progras. JOB funds and the Indian 
Education Progras affect 14 school districts. The sajor objectives of 
the Idaho Indian Education Progras were to: (1) assist public schools 
with categorical grants-in-aid; (2) encourage new prograss and 
approaches to learning and teaching; (3) bring about better 
understanding and cossunication between the £Chool ai^I cossunity; (4) 
provide Inservlce training for teachers and teacher aides; (5) sake 
possible the participation of all Indian students in school 
activities and prograss by providing funds to schools for costs and 
fees norsally paid by parents. JOB funds have helped to provide the 
expenses of kindergartens, susser prograss, workshops for teachers, 
and lany other special prograss that State funding alone could not 
provide. New legislation that took over sost of the funding of the 
lunch progras left the JON Icnch funds to be channeled into other 
special prograss. Statistical tables and charts covering such Iteis 
as enrollsent and transportation, attendance, school district tax 
levien, drop out rate, and JOB financial reports for the State and 
the school districts coiprlse the sajority of the docuaent. (AH)

FINANCIAL SUPPORT FOR MAINTENANCE AND OPERATION 

Local taxation and funds from local sources are the principal 
method of financing the education programs of Idaho's Public Schools. 
Local taxation funds are considered to be funds from the school district 
and funds from county taxation for school purposes* A local school 
district may levy up to 30 mills on its assessed valuation by Board of 
Trustee approval. A levy above 30 mills for Maintenance and Operation is 
^irmissible if approved by two^ thirds vote of the real property owners 
fui each year this additional levy is made. 

The second principal method of fund receipts by local districts 
is by the State Foundation Program. Twenty-two mills of the total school 
district levy Is considered the local contribution to the State Foundation 
Program. A levy of up to eight mills on the county adjusted assessed vat* 
uatton is the county contribution to the State Foundation Program of school 
districts of the county. The balance to compute the funds necessary for 
the State Foundation Program i* to be paid by the State. 

The balance of the funds received by a school district comes from 
many sources. These are listed below All fund sources listed are consid- 
ered as local funds except those marked with an asterisk.

STATE FOUNDATION PROGRAM 

The State support for the education of public school students is 
provided by a Foundation Program. It Is based on the following: 

I. Weighted A.D.A. 

a Sparslty Factor 

b. Secondary Cost Factor 

c. Handicapped Weighting 

2> Twenty-two Mills District Levy on Adjusted Assessed 
Valuation 

3. County Eight Mill Levy on Adjusted Assessed Valuation 



The sparsity factor adjustment is by a set figure determined 
by the legislature. It varies in relation to the school district's A.D.A. 
and in relation to distance between units within the school district. 
Secondary school attendance is also weighted by thirty percent. 

The weighted handicapped unit A.O.A. is determined by the average 
daily attendance multiplied by three 

The State cost factor per student is determined by the amount of 
funds appropriated by the legislature for each \ear for the State Founda- 
tion Program. For the school year 1971-1972, it was $3^2-12, if a district 
w^s not on the "floor". 

The transportation allowance is determined by the allowable cost 
of the total school district's transportation costs. Limitations of costs 
are placed on district owned and operated buses, plus contract buses, pay- 
ment in lieu of transportation and bus depreciation. From the total allow- 
able costs is subtracted a one mill levy on the district's adjusted assessed 
valuation. Ninety percent of the balance, not to exceed ten dollars per 
student per month, is added to the State anc county share of the Foundation 
Program.

The 1957 Legislature recognized the Inequality of assessed valuation 
among counties of our State. Funds distributed from the State are distributed 
In relation to the ratio of the county assessed valuation to the average State 
Assessed Valuation. The effect of this regulation has Increased the county 
school tax In many school districts and decreased this t>?x In others.

1 . 1 Name of Agtscy 

The Stete Board of Education is the name of the State Educational 
Agency solely responsible for the administration of the State 
Johnson'O'Malley Plan and for dealing with the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs with respect to the Plan. 

1.2 Administration 

1.21 The official title of the officer authorized by the State 
Educational Agency to submit State Plan materials is the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

1.22 The title and official address of the officer who has legal 
Authority to receive and to have custody of Federal funds is 
the State Treasurer, Statehouse, Boise, Idaho 83707* 

1.23 The official title of the officer who, on the State level, 
will have authority to authorize expenditures under the State 
Plan is the State Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

1.24 The official title of the officer within the State Educational 
Agency who will administer the Plan Is the State Superintendent 

of Public Instruction. 

Tbd official title of the unit within the State Educational 
Agency which will adirinlster the Plan Is the State Department 
of Education. 

1.25 The organization of the State staff for the administration of 
Indian Education Is: 

State Superintendent of Public Instruction 

Bureau of Educational Services 

Director of Indian Education 

1.3 Reports 

The State Board of Education, or its delegated authority, will parti- 
cipate in periodic consultations with the Bureau of Indian Affairs and 
its staff, and will make such reports as the Bureau may consider 
reasonably necessary to carry out its responsibilities. 
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It will also comply with such provisions as the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs may find necessary to assure itself that such reports are 
correct and verifiable. 

2.0 Fiscal Arrangements and Accounting Procedures 

2. 1 State Laws >.nd Regulations 

The State Board of Education is governed by laws of the State with 
respect to the hiring of personnel and the purchasing of, and 
accounting for, supplies^ materials, and equipment. 

2.2 Fiscal Records ; State Level 

2.21 The official accounts and documents showing the receipts and 
expenditures of funds by the State Agency under the Johnson- 
O'Halley State Plan will be maintained by the Finance Division 
of Che State Department of Education, State Office Building, 
Boise, Idaho 83707. 

2.22 The accounts of the State Department of Education are audited 
by the Bureau of Public Accounts and are subject to monthly 
reconciliation reports from the State Auditor's office. 

2.23 Records of expeidltures of funds relating to the State Plan 
will be retained for three years after the close of the fiscal 
year In which Federal funds are received. 

2.3 Fiscal Records ; Local Level 

2.31 The official accounts and documents showing receipts and the 
expenditures of funds by a local educate onal agency under the 
approved State Plan will be maintained by the Board of Trustees 
of the local school district receiving such funds. These 
accounts are maintained by the Clerk of the Board of Trustees 
and are usually found In t/ie office of the Superintendent of 
Schools or an office maintained by the Clerk. 

2.311 Records of the local expenditures of funds under the 
State Plan will be retained for three years after the 
close of the fiscal year In which funds are received. 

2.32 The State Department of Education will review the fiscal records 
of the local educational agencies participating In Plan Programs 
annually, or more often If thought necessary. It is Important 
that programs planned and funded with Johnion-O'Hal ley money are 
carried forward. Idaho school law requires a certified audit of 
school district funds annually. 

2. A Identifying and Prorating Expenses 

2,k] If professional personnel employed under the State Plan are 

working on other programs In the Department of Education, only 
that time spent working under Indian Education will be paid by 
funds provided by the Bureau of Indian Affairs. 
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Policy Concerning Balances Not Expended 
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Should there be a balance of funds not expended under the Johnson- 
O'Malley contract during any fiscal year for Indian Education, It Is 
understood that these funds will be retained In the State Treasury 
to be credited to the budget submitted for the Indian Education Pro- 
gram for the fiscal year following* 

2.6 Fiscal Year of the State of Idaho 

The fiscal year of the State of Idaho extends from July 1 through 
June 30. Proposed and actual expenditures under the State Plan 
will coincide with these fiscal dates. 

3.0 Program for State Supervision and Related Services 

3*1 The State believes that one of the Important keys to economic self- 
sufficiency and social acceptance of the Indian people of Idaho lies 
In a good public educational program. Because of this belief , policies 
have been adopted relative to the education of Indian children In the 
State. 

3«11 The State and local school districts will provide equal educa- 
tional opportunities for all resident school age children. 

3*12 Each school district of the State which provides education for 
Indian children has different problems. In cooperation with 
the Superintendent and Trustees of each separate school district 
the problems of each district will be separately considered as 
they apply to Indian Education and the allotment of available 
funds* 

3*13 Each participating school district receiving Johnson-O'Mal ley 
fundSt will be required to have an Indian Parent Advisory Com- 
mittee that will work In cooperation with the local school 
board, or Its delegated representative, with special focus on 
meeting the educational needs of Indian children In that school 
district. The Chairman of the Indian Parent Advisory Committee 
and the School Superintendent are required to sign the budget 
request for Johnson-O'Mai ley fundF i Accompanying ttm budget re- 
quest will be a brief description or narrative of each special 
program showing the need and how the special program will help 
the educational needs of Indian children. All contracts, records, 
reports, budgets, expenditures, and plans will be made available 
to the Parent Advisory Committee upon their request. 

3*1'* Experience shows that It Is necessary to have a good understanding 
among all levels of government, It therefore Is a policy that all 
representatives of Federal, State, Local School Boards, and Indian 
people will be sought to Increase the effectiveness of Indian educa- 
tion In kindergarten through the 12th grade. 

3.2 The Program of State Activities 

3.21 Each school district, eligible to receive Johnson-O'Mal ley vunds, 
shall submit two years in advance, an estimated budget by February 
1, of each year. The budget process shall involve Indian people 
and reflect the special needs of their children. Information such

as local tax effort, other funding resources, number of children 
(Indian and non-Indian), expenditures, should be included. 

An Annual Report will be submitted by October 1, of each year. 
This report will include factual information supporting the esti- 
mated budget that was submitted for the year. It shall also in- 
clude school projects or programs supported by Public Law 89-10 
and other sources (Federal, County, and State) that identify 
closely with the Indian child. 

3.22 Each year the Director of Indian Education will present a request 
for Indian funds based on the information furnished by school 
districts participating in the Johnson-O'Hal ley progam. Financial 
assistance will be determined by a study of the Federal, State, 
County, and local resources available and the program of instruc- 
tion, transportation, and special services provided Indian children. 

3.221 Funding for special programs for Indian children planned 
by the school district and the Indian Parent Advisory 
Committee will include the cost of administration, super- 
vision, teaching, instructional suppl ies , operation, 
maintenance, and fixed charges. 

3.222 Special programs for Indian children need to be emphasized 
and given a high priority. They may include the cost of 
free lunches, school fees, or costs, normally paid by the 
parent, when it is determined that they are unable to pay. 

3.23 The State Director of Indian Education and a representative of the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs will visit each school periodically to 
insure that terms of the agreement are being carried out, to discuss 
and help solve problems which may arise, to make observations as to 
school needs, to meet with interested groups concerned directly or 
indirectly with Indian education, and to work with other State and 
County agencies who deal with law enforcement, health, youth rehab- 
ilitation, and economic assistance. 

3.24 Program evaluation in terms of funds allocated will be made at 
ledst once during the school year. 

3.25 Funds for administration and supervision will be mutually deter- 
mined by State and Bureau personnel in keeping with the need for 
State level funds. 

Apportionment of Funds 

3.31 Because of Johnson-O'Mal ley fundi being directly related to the 
education of Indian children, programs that have been planned 
primarily for them will receive special consideration. 

3.32 Local effort of a school district shall be the amount of money 
raised from local taxes that are used directly to educate the 
children in the district. To be eligible for Johnson-O'Mal ley 
funds, a district must be at least equal to the average for the 
State. 
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3*33 Johnson-O'Hal ley assistance may be available to a school district 
when applicable funds from local, county, State, and Federal re- 
sources have first been applied. Proration of funds may be nee** 
essary when budgets exceed funds appropriated in a fiscal year. 

3*3'* All Johnson-O'Mal le/ computations are based on prior year Indian 
students' A.D«A. and prior year costs^ 

3*33 When the Bureau of Indian Affairs is unable to meet the total bud- 
get request, funds which are made available will be distributed 
to the school districts eligible for funds after consideration of 
each school's individual needs. 

3*4 In order for a school district to be eligible to receive Johnson-O'Hal ley 
Educational funds, they should have enrolled In their school district at 
least ten Indian students who live on or near an Indian Reservation and 
possesses at least \/k degree Indian blood. 

3.5 General Provisions 

3«51 It is mutually understood that changes in State or Federal Aid to 
participating districts will be cause to review and revise the 
Johnson-O'Mal ley Program. 

3*52 Indian children residing In the Bruneau*Grand View District and 
who attend school at Owyhee, Nevada, are considered as an excep* 
tion to this State Plan. Johnson-O'Hal ley aid Is provided to Elko 
County School District on the basis of actual cost to the district 
minus State aid and Public Law 87^ aid received on a per-pup!l 
basis for educating Indian children who reside In Idaho.

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Johnson-O'Ma) ley funds and the Indian Education Program affects 
fourteen school districts in Id^ho. The major objectives of the Idaho Indian 
Education Program are: 

(1) To assist public schools with categorical 
grants-in-aid, in order for them to meet 
extraordinary needs of Indian children 
that cannot be financed by available rev- 
enue i 

(2) To encourage new programs and new approaches 
to learning and teaching that will benefit 
Indian students; 

(3) To bring about a better understanding and 
better communications between the school 
and the commun i ty ; 

(A) To provide in-service training for teachers 
and teacher aides who are teaching Indian 
chi I dren ; 

(5) To make possible the participation of all 
Indian students in school activities and 
programs by providing funds to schools tak- 
ing care of costs and fees normally paid by 
parents. 



Beginning the school year IS68-69, basic support was greatly reduced 
as Idaho moved toward the funding in special areas or programs that would help 
the Indian students and could be identified as such. School districts began 
using these funds for such programs as employing counselors to work with Indian 
students, Indian parents, and schools. AH districts receiving Johnson-O'Mal ley 
funds are now receiving this service. For the Indian students who are under 
achieving, special help and tutoring services are being provided. Also, this 
past year special education classes have been started for some of these students 
and remedial classes have been set up to give assistance where needed in the 
junior and senior high schools. Four years ago, school districts felt the need 
for the employment of Indian teacher aides, with emphasis at the primary and 
intermediate levels. It was very successful and has now been expanded to the 
junior and senior high school levels. Many Indian parents feel this is a very 
effective program. Thirty-seven Indian ladies have been employed for this 
purpose. It is encouraging to see many of these people working towards a degree 
and the possibility of becoming certified teachers in our schools. 

Great effort has been made by all districts receiving Johnson-O'Hal ley 
funds to up-grade their libraries with bookf, audio visual equipment, and mater- 
ials about Indians. 



Curriculum offerings have been expended In three h^gh schools to 
include a class in Indian culture, Indian herUage^ anc contributions Indian 
people have made to this nation, to Idaho and to their local communities. In 
addition to these areas, both Indian and non-lndian students learn about 
Tribal Government and its operatiosu Two school districts are attempting to 
teach the Indian language that is spoken on their reservat lons« 

Many Indians feel that there is a great lack of material on Indian 
history and life ^n the present day textbooks. Some book publishers are 
aw^^re of this, and are attempting to correct the problem. Johnson*0'Mal ley 
funds were used to help in the preparation of a book entitled, '^Indians of 
ldaho*^ This book will be used in the classrooms and place in all school 
libraries. It will be submitted to the State Textbook Committee for State 
adoption and included on the State Adopted Textbook Hst. Another publlca** 
tion prepared by the Nez Perce Tribe, about Nez Perce Legends was supported 
by Johnson-O'Mailey funds, and proved to be very popular in Idaho schools. 
''Idaho Indians tn Transition, 1805*1960'' by Dr. Swen Liljeblad is just com- 
pleted and this will be distributed to all junior and senior high schools in 
Idaho. It can be used as a supplemental text or a regular text In social 
studies or \n Indian cul ture* classes^ 

Indian Clubs have been organized in three high schools and In ono 
junior h*gh school. They are very successful. These Clubs are provided some 
assistance from Johnson*0'Mal ley funds, but in most instances very little help 
is needed 

Indian students are becoming n^ore involved in school affairs and 
^Ktra curricular act'vU'es. Funds from Johnson*0'MaI ley have been used for the 
the purchase of physical education equipment, drill team uniforms, pep club 
unifo'^ms, and the rental of mus*ca1 instruments, class fees, club fees, physical 
examinations and other fees or costs that are normally paid by parents. Parents 
have requested an actfvUy bus in five districts and th's ^s now being provided. 

The ^ast two years, school dist^'cts have made it possible, and are 
encouraging ind an parents to become more involved in school affairs. School 
d streets a'^e aMow^ng Indian pa*'ents to have input mto the pro9rams affecting 
the education of thei'* ch idden Parents a^e being consulted about the type 
of special progf'ams that they feel the(r ch Idren should be provided. 

Each school d st*' ct ^ece ving Johnson*0 'MaMey funds has an Indian 
Parent Advisory Committeei wh^'ch began funct'on ng effectively during 1971^ In 
planning schoo^ programs, educato'^s a<'e required to nvolve Indian parents. 
Meetings w^'th school offlc a^s a^e being held regularly Communications between 
the Parent Advisory Committee and some school d-'stricts seems to be one of the 
problems, but ^t appears that the problems are diminishing and schools are now 
relying on ind>^an parents to help find answers to many of the problems facing 
the Indian students. 

With the enactment of new legislation and regulations, ve^-y little 
money is needed f^'om Johnson^O ^Malley funds to provide reduced, or free school 
lunches for Indian students Funds that were previously used for this purpose 
are now be^ng channeled mto spec^a^^ pf'og^ams.

The Slate of Idaho through the State Education Foundation Program 
does not provide funds for kindergartens, but with the help of the Johnson- 
O'Malley program, three school districts are now providing free full-year 
l(indergartens for eighty-one pre-school Indian children. These students are 
taught by fully certified teachers with very capable Indian lady teacher aides 
In each classroom. One district provides a summer kindergarten for all Indian 
students with an average of five to ten Indian children attending. 

Summer programs and enrichment tours are being requested by parents 
and school districts. Our experience thus far, leads us to believe that this 
is a very beneficial program for Indian students. This summer, students from 
Fort Hall Indian Reservation visited several Western states. Students from the 
Coeur d'Alene Indian Reservation made a tour by bus of Montana, Idaho and 
Oregon. 

A workshop for teaciiers who teach Indian children was continued 
during the summer of 1972. The workshop at Pocatello was well attended by 
teachers from Pocatello, Blackfoot, and American Falls. Credit for the two- 
week course was offered by Idaho State University. Several Indian teacher 
aides were in attendance making a total of k7 teachers and teacher aides. 

These above mentioned programs are some we consider as highlights 
in our endeavor to better meet the needs of Indian students In the fourteen 
Idaho school districts affected by our special Indian education programs 
financed by Johnson-O'Mal ley funds. 

Three school districts in Idaho now have Indian people on the Board 
of Trustees One district has rezoned in order to ensure the tribe of being 
represented at all times.
